TERRE HAUTE, Ind. (AP) — 
A federal judge today refused a 
defense motion for a mistrial in 
the nation’s biggest criminal tax 
case after a witness cited the 
Fifth Amendment in refusing to 
answer government questions. 
Elliott Price, described by the 
government as a bookmaker from 
Brookline, Mass., who did business 
with an aDeged multimillion-dol­ 
lar gambling syndicate here in the 
fall of 1957, was the first witness 
to take the Fifth Amendment. 
He gave his name, finally con­ 
firmed his address after twice 
citing the Fifth Amendment, and 
used the constitutional p rovision in 
refusing to say if he had a tele­ 
p hone in his home or p lace of 
business. 
Defense attorney Sidney Glazer 
of St. Louis jump ed to his feet 
and moved for a mistrial, saying: 
“This method if interrogating 
the witness after he p leads self- 
incrimination to a p revious ques­ 
tion w’ill create p rejudice in the 
minds of the jury.” 
However, Federal Judge Cale J. 
Holder overruled the motion after 
ordering the jury from the court­ 
room and listening ¡to a 20-minute 
argument 
between 
Glazer 
and 
U.S. Dist. Atty. Don Tabbert. 
Said the judge to defense law­ 
yers: 


“The burden is on both p arties 
to -p roduce evidence which may 
have any bearing on the case. 
What if the government had not 
p roduced Price? 
“You would have been in here 
with both feet, crying ‘Where are 
the witnesses referred to in the 
evidence’?”

seven bigtime bet­ 
tors, including former movie com­ 
edian Zep p o Marx, testified they 
bet more than $55,000 with the 
syndicate before Treasury agents

TAX-HAPPY CITY 
Whoever started that saying about New 
York being a nice place to visit, but not to 
live in, had better think up a revision be­ 
cause they’ve just fixed up their tax ma­ 
chine to take care of visitors, too. 
Today there’s a 10-cent tax on every taxi 
ride. Two cents have been added to the 3- 
cent tax for every dollar spent in restau­ 
rants and taverns. An extra penny is levied 
on every pack of cigarettes, and these are 
only some of the latest tax additions. 
Initially, most of the emergency taxes 
were designed to finance relief during the 
Big Depression. The depression was re­ 
pealed long ago, but, of course, not the 
taxes. 
Take New York City’s sales tax. It start­ 
ed at 2 per cent in 1934, was knocked down 
to I per cent in 1941 as a rare fulfillment 
of a campaign pledge, went back to 2 per 
cent in 1946 and on up to 3 per cent in 
1951. It proved far more durable than any 
depression ever invented in this country. 
Another emergency tax, one on general 
business, is not only still going strong, but 
is eight times as high as when it started in 
1933. The tax on gross income of financial 
businesses, another depression measure, is 
today 15 times its original rate. 
There’s no such thing as a temporary 
emergency tax, it seems. Once taxes are 
laid, it’s onward and upward forever.

PRESSURE MOUNTS 
Statistics by the Institute of Life Insur­ 
ance show far-reaching shifts in the in­ 
come groups of the United States. The most 
significant of these changes is in the lower 
income group. 
By 1975 there will be 20 million Ameri­ 
cans over 65. Incomes of the retired are 
mainly low, in terms of today’s earning 
power, but generally suffice for existence 
if prices can be held in line. Those retired 
on savings, social security and private pen­ 
sions can get by up to the point that infla­ 
tion begins to overwhelm them. 
If the inflationary spiral continues, social 
security payments will be liberalized from 
time to time. Already life insurance com­ 
panies are entering, or considering entering, 
the field of “variable” life insurance. And 
corporations will be under increasing pres­ 
sure to boost their retirement benefits to 
employes. 
That is the prospect, as many see it to­ 
day. Inflation isn’t to be met head on and 
licked. Its effects are merly to be softened 
by more and more subsidies. And that, in it­ 
self, is inflationary.

There are a great many things 
in this life about which each of us 
can be perfectly neutral. One may 
not need to endorse, or condemn, 
a particular television program, or 
certain art forms. There is no 
moral obligation resting upon any 
man to prefer roast beef or lemon 
pie. There are, however, other m at­ 
ters in which no man can be 
neutral without disavowing his own 
soul, his own conscience, and his 
own manhood. 
When Justice At Stake 
There come those times in the 
experience of every community 
when justice is at stake, and in 
such the Christian has but one 
choice. He can stand on the side 
of justice, or he can betray the 
holiest thing within him, refuse to 
take a stand, and play safe. In the 
event that he prefers to do the lat­ 
ter, be can be perfectly sure that 
he does it at the expense of his 
own integrity and peace of mind. 
And the same thing can be said 
of a Christian church. There are 
conditions in every community that 
cry out for redress from which no 
congregation of Christians can ab­ 
stain without losing its standing as 
a group representing Jesus Christ. 
When Poor Suffer 
On more than one occasion Jesus 
Identified himself with the poor and 
the suffering. 
In 
at least one 
instance he said in order to do 
something for him we would have 
to do something for them. 
It is possible, perhaps, for some 
people who have never accepted 
the responsibilities of membership 
in the Christian faith to ignore 
their responsibilities for the poor, 
the oppressed, and the suffering. 
But once that any man has affili­ 
ated with the Church of Jesus 
Christ, he has assumed a responsi­ 
bility from which he can never 
thereafter be discharged. 
When Morals Involved 
Any assault on good morals is 
a challenge to the Church. That 
which degrades women and chil- 


| dren, which makes holy things 
| common, which undermines the 
! sense of self-respect, and which de- 
| bauches otherwise honest men, is 
something to which the Church 
must give priority attention if it 
is to continue being the Church.
